WOW !! QRN/QSB on 40 cw was intense. I had a tough time copying Jim 
KK6MC/5 who was ~ 70 miles SE of me. So, like everyone else, I had 
migrated up to 20 meters. There was AL7FS with a very good signal. Nice 
going Jim. Doc, KOEVZ, S-9 most of the contest, plus K10J, S-9, almost 
the entire contest. QRM, by the QRP crowd on 20 meters was intense too. 
Anyone notice that the RTTY crowd starting clearing the frequencies, up 
to 14.064 MHz. (Tnx). AEQQ/7, Glenn, was up @ 8,200 feet asl, in Wyoming. 
While I was chatting with him, he had informed me that the camper was 
doing a little rocking, because of the wind. 3 NM stations worked, 
KK6MC/5, NA5SN & W5BI.

Jerry Haigwood, W5JH, reminded me that the low impedance, narrow bandwidth 
characteristics of 2-element Yagis, which make them a bit problematical on 
wider ham bands, can be overcome for the narrower WARC bands, such as 12 
and 17. 


So I did some further exploration of these antennas and developed some 
models with very nice F-B ratios (>20 dB) and gain that is higher than 
that of the standard Driven Element/Reflector 2-el Yagi. 


This would not have been anything new or worth noting, but I then began to 
dream a bit, first about back-to-back independent beams for 12 and 17 on 
an 8' boom. Then I combined the beams, still back to back by using open 
sleeve coupling to simplify the feedline to just one for both. Now that 
seemed worth noting, so I added an entry on Director/Driven Element Yagis 
to the website, including the preliminary design for the one-feed array on 
a 7' boom. 


Even if you prefer separate feed lines, at about a foot spacing, DE to DE, 
the antennas show very little interactions. So with an 8-9' boom, you can 
get the same performance--or tailor it to your preferences. 


Hope the notions are of interest to someone. and thanks again to Jerry 
for the reminders.

Worked from home 
indoors, gets too cool in the evening outside. Luckily the sun shines 
straight into the shack in the afternoon so I started with a temperature 


of 86F. My keyer broke down at the start of bubba so I used the hand key 
the rest of the time.

I have a Curtis K5/K5B "Lil' Bugger" keyer with a 8044 or 8044B chip in it that 
has 
a straight key connection. (It may have been added..) 


The Curtis keyer chips (at least the 8044 and 8044B) show a connection to pin 
15 for a manual key. This pin is also the weight pin and has a 1k resistor in 
series 

with a 500k pot (trimmer) for the weight control. It has a .22 cap to ground. 
The 

straight key connects directly to pin 15.

Hi Gang, 


Several weeks ago, I had the good fortune to come across a 
biography of the life of Nikola Tesla. Tesla was one of the first -- if 
not THE FIRST -- inventor to study the concept of electrical resonance. 
Although the following passage is not QRP related, I trust the "mad 
scientist" element within you will appreciate this interesting 
experiment: 


"One day in 1898 while testing a tiny electromechanical 
oscillator, [Tesla] attached it with innocent intent to an iron pillar 
that went down through the center of his loft building at 46 East 
Houston Street, to the sandy floor of the basement. 


Flipping on the switch, he settled into a straight-backed chair to 
watch and make notes of everything that happened. Such machines always 
fascinated him because, as the tempo built higher and higher, they would 
establish resonance with first one object in his workshop and then 


another. For example, a piece of equipment or furniture would suddenly 
begin to shimmy and dance. As he stepped up the frequency, it would 
halt but another more in tune would take up the frantic jig, and later 
on, yet another. 


What Tesla was unaware of on this occasion was that vibrations 
from the oscillator, traveling down the iron pillar with escalating 
force, were being carried through the substructure of Manhattan in all 
directions. Buildings began to shake, windows shattered, and citizens 
poured into the streets in the nearby Italian and Chinese neighborhoods. 


At police headquarters on Mulberry Street, where Tesla was already 
regarded with suspicion, it soon became apparent that no other part of 
the city was having an earthquake. Two officers were dispatched 
posthaste to check on the mad inventor. The latter, unaware of the 
shambles occurring all around his building, had just begun to sense an 
ominous vibration in the floor and walls. Knowing that he must quickly 
put a stop to it, he seized a sledgehammer and smashed the little 
oscillator in a single blow. 


With perfect timimg the two policemen rushed through the door, 
allowing him to turn with a curteous nod. 
"Gentlemen, I am sorry,' he said. 'You are just a trifle too late 
to witness my experiment. I found it necessary to stop it suddenly and 
unexpectedly and in an unusual way... However, if you will come around 
this evening I will have another oscillator attached to this platform 
and each of you can stand on it. You will, I am sure, find it a most 
interesting and pleasurable experience. Now you must leave, for I have 
many things to do. Good day, Gentlemen.'"

Trying to x*gluex most types of plastics is not a good way to go. Instead, 
use a solvent (Acetone works with many plastics) to xweld* the pieces 
together. The solvent melts some of the surface material. Then, when 
joined together with a little pressure, the two pieces bond together to form 
a very strong joing. Acetone evaporates rather quickly so you don't have 
much working time. If you can't find a source of Acetone, try fingernail 
polish remover. Try it on a couple scraps first.
